Thousands of men were besieging 
the several entrances to the large hall 
of the Union before seven 
o’clock last evening, aud within seyen 
minutes after the throwing open of 
the doors the vast auditorium was 
packed beyond the possibility of hold- 
ing another person, and those who 
had not secured tickets to the plat- 
form, who arrived at half past seven, 
either went away disappointed or 
joined the meeting that was organiz- 
ed outside. The police were tnable 
to repress the ardor of those — * — 
si admission, and when 12 
wished to get out he was — 
taken up bodily and over the 
heads of the others. As the platform 
filled up with distinguished men the 
audience made the hall ring with 
cheers, and when Mr. August Bel- 
mont introcuced Mayor Wickham as 
the Chairman, the cheering was tre- 
mendous. 

„His Honor said that he was glad 
to preside over a meeting of the citi- 
zens of New York who had assem- 
bled, without distinction of »arty, to 
protest against an outrage upon con- 
stitutional liberty. He that 
after what had occurred in Louisiana, 
we were not only confronted with
